The common enemies of the King and of the 
Church? and in one word, the Enemies of Religion, Truth, Good- 
Manners, Order and Government ;, the /Yomit, in ſhort, of all the 
Fayls about the Town, and the very ſcandal of Reaſonable Nature : 
This isthe juſt Charafter and the Quality of thele People,according 
to the 'very Letter. 

But where's the ſztis/ation (you'll fay)) of ſeeing Men turn'd 
into Beaſts; the Spirt of Blaſpbemy enduing Human Shapes, and 
manaLing the Cauſe of Hell in the Name of the Almighty, and in the 
ſtile of the Goſpel ? of ſeeing (I ſay)the Spirit of Contwmacy,Yiolence, 
and Slander, not only flying in the Face of Gods Anointed, and in-

their own Luſts and Imagznations , it is a Comfort however, and a 
Bleſſing to us, that Providence hath been pleaſed {o jadicially to in- 
fatuate theſe Inſtruments of Satan, in this their abandowd ſtate; 
that their very folly diſappoints the intended cffett of their wick- 
edneſs, and that the groſsneſs of their Forgeries and Impoſtures, the 
rancour Of their malice, and the notorious lewdpeſs of their prafti- 
ces areAſufficient to ſink what Veſſel ſoever they Embarque in, and 
to deſtroy the cauſe they would ſupport.

ASto the foam of the Rabble, (2s you call it) your adviceis, that 
[ ſhou!d wholly : emit theſe Omtrages to the hand of 7uſtice, being of 
ſucha qu4/ity chat the Government is much more concern'd inthem, 
than my ſelf. in particular; for where*s the Drgnity of the Law, (as 
you fay truly) or the ſecxrity of the Srate, it every obſcure, foul- 
mouth®d Zibelter,ſhall be at liberty to arraign Authority gratis, and 
to make what Regnes, Whores and Traitors they pleaſe? As this is 
their daily practice, *and there gocs no more 'to the doing of it, 
than to write # Hiſtory of their own Lives, and put other Peoples 
Names tor. 

You are much in the right, Sir, that ſomething ought to be ſaid 
to Prance and his Depoſitions,and 1am likewile for taking ſome ſort 
of notice-of the Orher Pamphleteers;, and tis but a ſheet or two caſt 
away in ſrpluſage, to do borh under one : Bur a wotd now.to that 
wrerchi 4Ob/ottion, If he were not Guilty, why did he fy?

I had left my Houſe, before any mention was made of my name 
to the Lords : and being in a ſtate of Liberty, no accxſation depending 
againſt me, and in a place where I had neither Quiet nor Buſineſs 
what could I do better than to betake my ſelf to a retreat ? Or wh 
ſhcnld that freedom which s5 allowed to all but Slaves,be deny'd to me ? | 
was een weary of being told every hour of the day how many Tray. 
tors, Conſpiratcrs, Rogues, Raſcals and Papiſts1 was called in the Offee- 
Houſes by a Pack of New-faſhiowd Chriſtians : Nay, they were cat- 
ting me upalready, and every Man carving out his pleaſure upon 
me, according as his humour lay, either to a P;llory or a Gallows. 
Bur when they had pelted themſelves out of breath, 1 was told in- 
decd that if | could make a friend at Richard's Coffee- Hlonſe, | 
might yet compound the matter for a decent correftion at the Carts- 
na 2 There?s an old friend of mine, I muſt confeſs, that was ve+- 
ry bitter vupow't ; he lives within a Door of his Journeys-end. Nay, 
fays he, rater than L*Eſtrange ſhall want one to Hang him, P L L 
bethe H ANG-M AN myſelf, athing truly not very unlikely ; 
for when the Old Flang-man marches off, a pardowd Malefattor has a 
kind of Equity to ſucceed in reverſion, 

Well Sir, (in ſhort) 1 witkdrew my ſelf, and not without ſome 
hepe that 1 might have gain*d the liberty of turning my thoughts 
ſome other way in that reccſs : and, | do afſure you, upon the word 
cf an oneſ? man, that I have not either directly or indirectly com- 
mittcd any thing to the Preſs, ſince the Publiſhing of my Appeal; 
My Letter to Dy. Ken ſorgly exeepted, which I ſhall here mgke ute of 
t:p0a this occalton : But my Sz/ence, I perceive, as welF#s my re- 
treat, is mcde an argpment of my gilt : and preſently,Out-comes 
the incomparable Device of the Dog Touzer; a Whelp of the Zoyner's 
Jitter and Religion, and then hollows, a Hue .ndGyafter R. LS. 
wth. Copy of Verſes upon Crack-fart atthe erd owt: This they 
{.y v5 the Werkimanſhip of Pugg ; ard the Bealtly Knave turng 
up lis Stom 1 fo foul vpon It, as if Nature had icrger her lelf at

T'o 
fay nothing of a thouſand .Flurts by the Byz .The whole Kennel of 
Libelters is now let looſe upon meas i Lwereto be tant to death 
by Pele-Cats, My, condition makes 'me thipk of a Couple of Gen- 
tlemen at Billingsgate, that were ſet upon” hy Porters, Kennel-Ra- 
kers, and Fiſh-Wrves, with five hundred Sons of Whores, and Birches, 
and other Elegancies of. the ſame ſtamp.: .Oxe of them ſtood two 
or three Volleys of Curſes and Rotten Oranges, and ſo march'd 
off, and got clear of the Squable ; but the Orher was ſuch a fool, 
as to ſtand chopping of Logick with the Brites, till he was all 
dirty and ridiculous, and came off at laſt with his labour for his 
pains. Juſt ſuch a ſort of Cattle have I now to deal withall. You 
have given me ſome hints, ?cis true, of 1wo of the principal Ring- 
leaders in this worthy Adventure.

The Applicarien of this Fable, docs 
undeniably appear, from the exterweaving of divers hints and 
circumſtances-that will not bear any other mcaning, Afcer the 
Expullion of Saturn, he devolves the ſucceſſion upon Jupiter, and 
thenRepreſents Tran, in the Head of his Groantick Monſters, in 
1 Cenſpiracy againſt His New God. The Story of his Titan, and 
Zupiter Expounds it ſelf; audit is no leis evident, that he laſhes 
at the King's Leyal Maumiſters, Friends and Subjeits, in his Fable 
of the Giants. But whether this he the man, all this while, that 

you intend, or not, is the queſtion. 
The Accqunt 'you 'five-me of tie other, is ſo flurtiſh, that a 
man 
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man can hardly name him, and keep his breath ſweet, without 
waſhing his mouth af:er*t. You tell me h& is a common-proſtirute 
Scribler to all the places , and perſons of Infamy about the. C:zy. 
That the /ink, of rhe whole Town emptyes it ſelf into bis fugy, 
where he does not write, but vomit ; and when the ſheet is full, he 
throws it out at the window upon the heads of honeſter_ men than 
himſelf.

, formant Explain himſelf: I anſwer'd That Faith that wrought the

The p/4iz and »aked account that I have here render'd 
to this Depoſition, might abundantly ſuffice to my purpoſe, if 
a paſſage in the cloſe of. Prance's Auimadverſion had not 
oblig*d me to ſome furcher R.marques upon it. The 
Horld (ſays Prance) is to conſider upow what account this 
Afﬀidavi: # produc'd, Now take notice, that though (as 
I am inform'd) all the five Depoſitions were equally ex- 
hibited to the Committee of Lords for Examination of mat- 
tcrs relating to th: late horrid Plot ; yet this is the only evi- 
dence of the five that appears in the front of it, to be {4 
exhibited.

Chaquenx over and over to have a care of him, ,as a dan- 
g:rons Fellow. Obſerve, that 7oung 7 onge's Swearing 
and Counter-{wearing was all over;before ever ſaw the 
Eves of him: and that the Fir#t time that ever | ſaw 
Captain Ely in my Lite was about a fortnight after, And 
vet Mr. Prance's Secretary will have Us to be old Ac- 
quaintance and Fellow Conjurators.This is the Truthon'r, 
and this is certainly 4 New way of managing: a Conſpi- 
racy.
